We’re reminded by events like the publication of 
William Manchester’s “Death of a President” that books 
still have tremendous wallop. This is expected to be one 
of the great books of all time, not in point of literary 
Quality nor history, but because it is so provocative and 
controversial; the kind of a book that other books are 
being written about already, altliouffh it’s just been 
published. 


It is i?oing: to make Manchester at least SI.25 
million before taxes and the Kennedv Library will sfet 
$10 million or more from its sale. So people still are 
reading; and when there’s great reading appeal there 
is enormous readership.

The huge current readershio for books in tliis coun­ 
try. however, comes not from tlie occasional publishing 
bonanzas like Manchester’s book, but from the demands 
of education today and from our affluence and leisui'e 
and their call for “escane” reading. Xo sreneration of 
Americans has ever studied as hard as the one that’s 
now sroing to school. Thev are the greatest clnss of 
r^'^ders that this nation hps known, because there’s more 
to know now than ever before and Diey must know more 
of it to get a passing grade and a <»’ood job. 


Whether these bookwonns will turn into bookish 
adults remains to be seen, but they’ll at least liave a 
facility in reading that many persons of the older f»'en- 
eration don’t have and this is a magic kev to readine. 
If reading is difficult it isn’t nleasure and much adult 
reading is for pleasure, althouffh an increasi»ig amount 
of it has become non-fiction and senous stuff.

An the Upper Peninsnla observes l ibrary Week 
next week it can note that the miblic libraries nationaHv 
have not continued their steady march to larger read­ 
erships. ’Tliey stumbled last year and had less circula­ 
tion of books than the year before. This suiw ise. how­ 
ever. results from federal assistance and other aids to 
the school libraries, which have taken un more of the 
fob of supplying books to the voung and lightened that 
job for the oublic libraries, although it continues a big 
part of their work. Tlie change, then, has not really 
been one of slipnage. but of transfer. 


The big wind in the libraries of the Unner Penin­ 
sula as we mark Library Week is the new library fed­ 
erations. There are tw'o of them in the U. P.. the INIid- 
Peninsula Libran' Federation composed of the 6 coun­ 
ties of Iron, Dickinson, Menominee. Delta. Schoolcraft 
and Alger, and the Eastern Peninsula Library Federa­ 
tion composed of Chippewa, ^lackinac and Luce coun­ 
ties. 


These federations pool the resources of their mem­ 
ber libraries after a fashion and they also create new 
resources w'hich are the means of implementing their 
aim of bringing library services to ever>^ person living 
in the federation district. This is a new concent of 
librarj" service, which was once limited to cities which 
operated their own municipal book services.

The Library Federation is supported by penal fines, 
by state and federal aids and by per capita contribu­ 
tions of the member libraries and it operates library 
stations in the smaller communities to augment the 
services of the city libraries, which contract with some 
outlying areas to supply library sei*vices. 


’Tlie Mid-Peninsula Federation operates a very ac­ 
tive film loan service out of its Gladstone librar>% as 
well as the reference works out of the Escanaba Li­ 
brary, the book services out of the Dickinson County 
Library at Iron Mountain, etc. In March 8.000 persons 
saw films supolied by the Federation. 


The Mid-Pen now has 12 000 books of its own and 
continues to build its stocks. It is thriving and what it 
needs to be thoroughly, completely, spectacularly suc­ 
cessful in the unbookish reaches of the Upper Peninsula 
is only more public knowledge that its services are 
available to everyone. It has t)eriodicals. It has books 
with large print for the elderly. It has a fine staff of 
volunteer librarians at its stations. If it could make a 
wish it would be for: More readers!

Since nearly 7 out of 10 of 
these fatal accidents happened 
on two-lane county roads or 
rural state trunklines (which 
are primarily two lanes w ide), 
and since speed too fast for 
conditions was the second lar­ 
gest factor in deaths, the Club 
suggests 
that

tem porary 
speed limit of 50 miles per hour 
be established on all tw o-lane 


county roads not already post­ 
ed. 


Scientific speed studies then 
should be conducted to deter­ 
mine at what m axim um speeds 
the roads can 
be negotiated 
safely. Some 20,000 miles of 
county roads are involved. 


The 
Department 
of 
State 
Highways already is resurvey­ 
ing thousands of miles of roads 
under its jurisdiction and ad­ 
justing speed limits to fit road 
capabilities. 
To maintain such a piogram, 
the Auto Club suggested that

The districts disappeared as a 
result of the K-12 law of 1964, 
which aimed at arranging school 
districts ¡50 that each offered the 
full range of grades from kin­ 
dergarten through 12th. 


The disappearing districts of­ 
fered elementary grades only, 
and 
their 13.738 pupils were 
transferred to districts which 
included high schools, too. 


The aim was to expand the 


districts which it considered in­ 
adequate, but said after all the 
law’s 
requirements 
are 
met, 
many still will remain. 


In some cases, taxes will go 
up for 
residents of districts 
which disappeared “ as they be­ 
gin to pay their full share of 
high school costs.” said Roger 
Boline, a consultant with the 
department. 


High Srhools More Costly 
Because of the wider range of 
courses offexed 
and additional 
equipment needed, high school 
education is more 
costly than 
grade 
s c h o o l operation, he 
added. 


In many cases, he said, strug-

mentary 
schools 
in

leges demand of high schools. 


K-12 consolidation was intend­ 
ed to reduce this problem 
by 
providing a larger tax base for 
the struggling districts, said Bo­ 
line. 


Non-high school districts send 
their high school-age children to 
neighboring djstricts on a tuition 
basis but, Boline noted, have no 
v^oice in the operations of the 
high school district.
